official machinery for a ^^system of agri- 
cultural banks entirely 
distinct 
and 
separate from the commercial banks 
will be ready for consideration by both' 
houses. 
The" full joint committee on 
rural, credits, which has been working 
for months in ah investigation of the 
subject with a number of old. bills as 
well as tho experience of some of the 
European governments as a basis will 
meet January 3, to receive and pass 
upon the bill completed yesterday by 
the land mortgage sub-oommittee. This 
measure creates a system of 
12 re- 
gional land banks for the use of farm 
borrowers everywhere 
in

States at a low rate of interest under 
control of a central board at Washing- 
ton distinct from any existing govern- 
ment office or federal bureaus.

There is hope in officiai and diplo 
niatic circles in Washington that before 
another Christmas rolls around, peace 
on earth, good yrill toward men, will 
prevail once mor^ .in. the world. 


This nope is based on advices from 
Europe which seem to indicate that the 
\vay is being paved to negotiations be- 
tween the warring powers. No step of 
à formal character has been taken. But 
Xvhat is described in diplomacy as "at- 
mosphere" is being steadily created, and 
àt a ' psychologieal 
moment tentative 
proposals will be advanced. 


Whether this will be done through 
the president of the United States, the 
king of Spain or tíie queen of the Neth- 
erlands is a question which will depend 
on the temper of all belligerents. 


Losses Huge, Money Scarce. 


The one great cause making for peace 
is the increasingly heavy economic and 
military burdens 
of 
the 
powers in- 
volved. 
Premier Asquith announced in 
London today that England had sul- 
fered more than 600,000 casualties; and 
England has had a comparatively small 
force on the ñghting line. 


The greatest sufferer of all in men is 
Rùssia. 
Germany has suffered almost 
2,500,000 casualties. 
France has paid 
a dreadful toll, and 
so 
has Austra- 
Hungary. 
Even Italy, with her small 
front, has had frightful losses. 


But the struggling nations could con- 
tinue to furnish men. It is money, the 
"sinews of war," w^hich is becoming ex- 
ceedingly diffictilt to^ get. 
rjermany sees 
the beginning of the end for the allies 
in their sale of American securities. She 
believes the time 
will 
come, perhaps 
during the coming summer^ .'when th<r 
American market will have abaorbed'all 
the securities and American manufac- 
turers will oxact prohibitive prices for 
their munitions products because of the 
expected low state of allied credit. 


Stupendous Sums Needed. 


The chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of the French senate estimated that 
the expenditures of France alone for 
the first three months will be the stag- 
gering sum of 
$501,000,000. 
Thir, 
would mean a total of more than |2,- 
000,000,000 for the year. 
England's 
financial contribution to the .war will 
be far larger, for she is financing all 
her allies. 


Germany has been giving 
financial 
aid to Turkey and Bulgaria. 
In spite 
of optimistic statements made in Berlin 
there is not the slightest doubt of the 
heavy burden assumed by that gov- 
ernment on account of thè expenses of 
the conflict.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—^Accofd- 
I ing to the 
authorities 
of the 
Public 
Health i^ervice, the European war ox- 
poses the United States to greater risk 
of invasion by foreign disease-fpes. The 
danger will be greater after the war 
ends, when emigration from the strife- 
toru and pauperized nations of Europe 
returns to its usual proportions. 


Sanitary organization has been car- 
ried to the highest degree possible in 
military 
o|)erations 
as 
large as 
arc 
now witnessed in Europe. 
Still, it is 
inevitable that the war will breed de- 
fectives and sow the seeds of disease 
on an enormous scale. 


It is therefore part of a sound "pre- 
paredness policy" thoroughly to inspect 
and, wliere possible, to strength Ameri- 
can fortifications against the 
disease 
•'enemy.' 
This is now being done. 


We have four "lines 
of 
defense" 
against disease: (1) The maritime and 
overland quarantine, (2) The immigra- 
tion inspection system, (3) State health 
authorities, (4) Local health authorities. 
The two 
former are administered 
by 
the Public Health 
Service, under 
the 
secretary of the treasury. 
The Public 
Health Service is always in close co- 
operation with the two latter. 


The first line of defense, or the quar- 
antine, involves the infinite precautions 
and a gauntlet of inspections to prevent 
the quarantinable diseases from getting 
a foothold in the United States. 
These 
diseases are plague, 
cholera, 
yellow 
fever, typhus, smallpox 
and 
lepro.sy. 
The second line provides for complete 
physical 
examination 
of 
every 
immi- 
grant, and thus weeds out all 
immi- 
grants who are legally classed as phys- 
ical or mental undesirables. 
The third 
and fourth lines are depended on for 
emergency 
service if, notAvithstanding 
the efforts of the first and second lines, 
the "disease" enemy effects a landing 
in America. 


Two 
Successful 
Fights 


In California and more recently 
in 
New Orleans, 
plague-infected rats 
got 
ashore and the lleas upon them com- 
municated plague to human beings. 
In 
both these cases the state 
and local 
healtli authorities called on the I*ublic 
Health service to conduct the fight to 
prevent spread of the disease. 
In both 
instances, the 
federal 
disease-fighters 
were 
successful. 
Undoubtedly, 
the 
country owes the,suppression of threat- 
ened épidémies of this most fatal of 
pestilences to 
the government's 
corps 
of health defenders. 


This service has been much expanded 
under Pre.sident 
^Vilson "and includes 
manifold dutie.s 
of 
the 
highest im 
portance. 
It affords 
citizens of 
tho 
United States a guarantee against in- 
vasion 
of 
American 
territory 
by 
the 
unfortunates who are crippled in mind 
or aflriicted with communicable 
disease 
as the result of the war.

Lessened Birth Rate from 
War Brings Out Var- 
ied Opinion. 


London, Dec. 15.— (Corresi>ondence of 
The Associated Press)—Strikingly 
con- 
tradictory opinions were expressed 
at 
a rccent meeting of the Royal Sanitary 
Institute, 
concerning 
whether 
the 
threatened decrease of babies, as a re- 
sult of the war, should be regarded as 
a calamity or a blessing. 


The subject discussed 
was 
labelled. 
"The National and Social Aspects 
of 
the Lowered Birth-Rate." 
Some of the 
speakers demanded that the government 
should take the matter in hand and do 
everything possible to encourage 
and 
popularize 
maternity. 
Others—though 
it 
should be stated 
they 
were in a 
minority—held 
that 
the 
fewer 
babies 
born, for sometime to come at least, tlie 
better it would be for the country. Two 
speakers may be cited as 
representa- 
tive of these divergent views. 


Sir John Cockburn urged the neetl of 
greater inducements to raise the birth 
rate. 
Maternity, he said, now involved 
too heavy a tax on the poorer classes 
He would have the government próvido 
bonuses on a liberal scale for maternity 
and make 
a 
substantial 
reduction 
in 
the income tax for each child born. "We 
need," ho declared, "to revive the me- 
diaeval view which regarded sterility uii 
a curpe." 


Dr. Dunlop boldly took the Mathus- 
ian view. 
He looked forward, he de- 
clared, with cheerfulness, <o a /urthcr 
reduction of the birth-rate. 
The 
cji- 
couragement 
of 
"parental 
prudence" 


among ihc poor was urgently 
needed 
at the present moment. 
He foretold a 
serious rise in the death rate and great 
poverty in the nc.vt year or two, and 
if the thoughtful scientific people were 
so blind that they did not speak out, 
it would be far better for many chil- 
dren that they had never been born. 
The only hope of avoiding gieat hard- 
ship in the first few 
years after the 
war was by a very sharp fall in the 
birthrate now.

handed down a decision sustaining the 
Sanganion county circuit court, which 
declared tlie mileage law, passed 
last

legislative leaders held that they were

Mexico, which has been In the

session of the United States national 
museum since 1903, has been 
Identi- 
fied a s 
the 
oldest 
known 
dated 
an- 
tiquity 
in 
America. 
Its 
ancient 
Mayanglyphic 
inscription shows 
that 
it was made 100 years before Christ, 
which is the oldest date authenticated 
in the new world. 


This unique Image was found 
In 
1902, near 
the gulf of 
Mexico, 
100 
miles 
southeast 
of 
Vera 
Cruz, 
and 
came to the museum through 
R. 
E. 
Ulbricht. the next year. 
It is of hard 
grayish-green 
stone, 
carved 
into 
a 
rounded conlcle form, 61^ Inches high 
and 3% inches in diameter.

per part represents a human head with

features.

41,000 children depositors in the Pitts- 
burg 
Bank 
for 
Savings, 
which 
Avas 
closed here last Wednesday by order of 
the state department of banking. 
Tlie 
tieposits amount 
to 
$167.13(;.t)8, and 
payment Avill be made in cash just 
soon as the necessary arrangements can 
be completed, which 
Avill probably 
be 
about January 3. 


In order to induce children to save, 
a school saving fund was started many 
years ago. 
Through an agreement Avitn 
the city board of education, bank col- 
lectors visited tlie 132 schools in 
the 
city Aveekly. 
Penny by penny the de- 
posits of

they amounted to nearly $170,000. Then

result of the hardships, overwork and 
privations he endured there and it was 
on this account that he and his hroUicr 
returned. 


Douglas :^r. Dold said when it wa> 
realized that Nish would be captured a 
Serbian regiment, the 20th Pulik, mu- 
tinied, killing its colonel and looted the 
houses. 
Douglass 
attempted 
to 
pro- 
tect 
the 
hospital 
stores. under 
his 
charge 
but 
was 
knocked 
down 
and 
beaten by the soldiers, 
who he 
said 
wasted the stores of alcohol and quininr 
which 
were 
used 
for the

wounded and took 2.400 pairs of shoes 
which were among tlie supplies. 


After this regiment left the city, the 
people appealed to the bishop of Nish 
to induce Douglass to surrender it to 
the Bulgarians and ask for protectmn.

Dold, the bishop and a throng of younii 
women

garlands 
of 
flower^ 
went out to meet liicin. 
A white flai: 
was raised and an olTicor cnimuaiidin'J

bishop ititroduced Dold as an Aincricaii. 


"I showed my passports," said Doit! 
"and asked 
for protection of the city 
and people and hospital stores.

didly while in llie city. 
A guard was 
sent to protect the hospital stores and

As a Judge, if he desired to 
prosecilte any given individuaJ, he would 
have to step down from the bench and 
cct, as any other citizen might ^act, as 
the virtual prosectitor. 
The governoi's 
letter strikes the law and order element 
as bcingr at least unusual. 


The mayor and prosecuting atto^ey, or 
i-ither of them, may have it w^ithín their 
power to bring to Justice the habitual 
violators of the law, but public sentiment 
has the first chance.

A generous store of the more pala- 
table of our prison fare—smuggled 
from the mess hall to the cell—a

Early one Sunday night 
as the prison settled down to the fa- 
miliar quiet of the grave, I said to 
my mate: "My brother, we are now 
going to have a real seance. 
Eere 


jellyjhat cost a whole nickel a ton." 


Thus adjured, he ate to repletion, 
nor did I abstain from the food. 
"Here's your dope," I said, as I gave 
him three small white tablets of cal- 
omel. 
"Lie down,

For an hour or more we lay there 
motionless, silent, facing the lamp. 
Never 
for a moment 
did his gaze

experience has led her only as far 
as a sense of justice in cerCain prac- 
tical matters; the woman, suffragist, 
active and capable, whose efficiency 
has brought her 
and her husband 
prosperity, and who therefore sees 
as far as more efficiency for wom- 
en through suffrage. 


While her husband, the saddler of 
the village, mended' our much worn 
pack the saddler'« wife entertained 


herself with us and managed him. 
If that hour and a half in their har- 
ness-shop was typical of their entire 
life, there 
was 
scarcely a period 
when she, with her "woman's way," 
was not putting something over on 
his "man ways." They were an aged 
pair, but she was still sweet-faced 
and killarney-eyed, and sTIll had the 
physical and spiritual charm of Irish 
loveliness. 'They both came 
from 
the soil ' 0f strong 
sex lines. 
She 
played the happy little game of wo- 
man with man that puts the punch 
in stories of Irish romance. He did 
the cutting of leather and fastening 
of rivets with his feebly uncertain, 
hands, but it was she who made the 
suggestions as to width of straps, 
how they might go over the shoulder 
and buckle in place. He turned all 
such suggestions down and indulged f 
in scornful conversation about "wo-, 
men's rights»" which they h^d heard 
about through the viiits to Johnson- 
Ville of a certain summer lady. "If 
she'd haid more children 
and 
less 


dogs she would not had to take up 
with women's rights." 
After much 
fumbling and fussing he 
executed 
his 
wife's ideas. 
He fumed and 
fussed and she coddled and silently 
bossed and managed. The pack was 
mended, he made the charge, took 
the money and performed the man's 
part of the transaction. 
And we 
were ready to go on our way. As we 
went out the door she patted his old 
hips with her two palms and said: 
"Ahé, he's me'biyév and he's just as 
much of a biye today as thé day I 
got him.'.' 


We descended from the mountains 
and on the front porch of the big 
farmhouse met a large and author!» 
tative woman of cheerful manner, in 
gingham apron 
and calico 
dress, 
with her sleeves rolled to her el- 
bows in the democracy of labor. 
Across the road, hi the hot July sun, 
the r e a ^ r was rattling through the 
grain and farm-hands were perspir- 
ing in their elemental toil. • A clean 
collie, with country JEuannera, greet- 


ed us effusively. "Peggy, get down!" 
the woman protested. 
"Do I have 
to put you to bed?" The collie put 
back its ears at the indirect but fa- 
miliar command. 


She talked of the simple construc- 
tion of the community, where the 
poor are 
taken 
care 
of by their 
neighbors who are more prosi^ercus. 
It was 
plain to be seen that 
she 
wielded the scepter 
of charity and 
that her word was generally law in 
the valley. "There 
are only 
two 
poor 
families in the valley, and 
they're shiftless. There was Hiram 
Scribbs. 
He was Just do-less. 
So 
long as he got help he 
wouldn't 
work. 
For a while he'd even go to 
the movllng picture show in Man- 
chester two or three ^ m e s a week. 
I've ^ only 
been 
twice in my life. 
Finally, I said to him: 
'Now, 
Hi- 
ram, we can get work for your whole 
family. I ean put you to work right 
here on this farm. And I can And a 
place for your boy with the Wll- 
liamses, and your daughter and wife 
can fo to Conrad's farm.' 
'What,' 
says he* 'and break up my family? I 
don't need your heli>. I gueaa I can 


take care of my family all-right.' So 
Hiram went to work." 


The suffrage club of the country- 
side was an expression of the effi- 
ciency of the women. Mrs. Rice, the 
president, boasted two stone pillars 
at the entrance to her farm, a wide 
stone porch, striped 
awnings low- 
ered over the windows, red furniture 
on the porch, an electric button on 
the door. *A victrola in the parlor 
had not yet banished the crayon en- 
largements on the walls or the cro- 
cheted tidies on the chairs. 


We left her large, modem stone 
house, in the midst of opulent fields, 
and went to the house of Mrs. Hill. 
She came into suffrage as long as 
she can remember, through the ob- 
ject lesson of a voteless 
mother 
struggling to rear a large family and 
successfully run a farm alone. There 
was nothing new in the environment 
of a suffrage movement to her. It 
has the historic 
position with her 
that home rule has in Ireland. 
She 
has no sympathy with it, and some- 
tiifles intolerance when it does not 
touch her own experience. 
Sha is 
for equal pay for teachers, but her 


sister was a teacher. She is for mar- 
ried teachers, but the same sister 
got married. 
She was against mili- 
tancy and prohibition. They 
had 
both hurt the suffrage cause. 
She 
bad no interest in factory women 
voting. 
She was even antagonistic 
to the new canning laws. She was 
an employer of labor herself in the 
haying fields where "the men havs 
to get the hay in before it spoils, no 
matter how long they "work." 
Shs 
excused herself to look after the din- 
ner: 
"The farmhands will be com- 
ing in soon and I can't make them 
wait. 
If they don't get good meals 
they can't work." She spoke for ths 
community when she said: 
"Thers 
are a number 
of women around 
here who are running farms as, well 
as bringing up children and they all 
do it as well as, if not better than, 
their husbands did. The best house-_ 
keepers are the ones that belong to 
our .suffrage club. 
A woman can 
make a penny go further than a maa 
any time. 
Men can't vote for wo^ 
men. If women and their husbacdi 
agreed 
about 
everything 
t h ^ • 
wouldn't get along for a minute."

The first line of defense, or the quar- 


antine, involves the infinite precautions 
und n gauntlet of inspections to prevent 
this qiiarantinablc diseases from getting 
a foothold in the United States. These 
diseases are plague, 
cholera, 
yellow 


fever, typhus, smallpox 
and 
leprosy. 


Thn second line provides for complete 
physical examination of every immi- 
grant, and thus weeds out all immi- 
grants who arc legally classed as phys- 
ical or mental undesirables. 
The thirl 


and fourth lines are depended on for 
emergency 
service if, notwithstanding 


the efforts of the first and second lines, 
the "disease" enemy effects n. landing 
in America. 


Two Successful Fights 


In California and more recently 
in 


Now Orleans, plague-infected rats got 
aahore and the lleas upon them com- 
municated plague to human beings. 
In 


both these eases the state nucl local 
health authorities called on the Public 
Health service to conduct the light to 
prevent spread of the disease. 
!n both 


instances, the 
federal disease-lighters 


were 
successful. 
Undoubtedly, 
the 


country owes the suppression of threat- 
ened epidemics of this most fatal of 
pestilences to the. government's corps 
of health defenders. 


This service has been much expanded 


under President 
Wilson and includes, 


manifold duties 
of 
the 
highest im- 


portance. 
It affords 
citizens of the 


United States a guarantee against in- 
vasion of American territory by the 
unfortunates who arc crippled in mind 
or afflicted with communicable disease 
ns the result of the war.

A generous store of tho more pala- 
table ot our prison fare—smuggled 
from the mess hall to the cell—a 
few tablets of calomel obtained from 
the "croaker," or doctor, and the 
darkness of the cell completed my 
accessories. Early one Sunday night 
as the prison settled down to the fa- 
miliar quiet of the grave, I said to 
my mate: "My brother, we are now 
going to have a real seance. 
Kere 


jelly that cost a whole nickel a ton." 


Thus adjured, he ate to repletion, 


nor did 1 abstain from the food. 
"Here's your dope." I said, as I gave 
him three small white tablets of cal- 
omel. 
"Lie down, keep perfectly 


still so the stuff will take full ef- 
fect—any movement retards its ac- 
tion—and don't talk." 


For an hour or more we lay there 


motionless, silent, facing the lamp. 
Never for a moment did his gaze 
waver

ures as a dangerous, blood-curdling 
sort of pirate is in the newspapers. 
Curiously enough, when a detected 
crook is found to be a drug flenu the 
papers feature it in such a way that 
instead of exciting pity or a deter- 
rent ridicule, it arouses contempt or 
fear in the public mind. On the oth- 
er hand, a drunkard, in a like case, 
may expect some measure of pity for 
his habit, or at least a humorous 
treatment of it in the news reports.

struggle of womankind with regard 
to feminism. 


In a distance covered of about 130 


miles we met, for instance, the wom- 
an who has no outward life what- 
ever, as a human being; the woman 
who expresses herself 
through her 


"woman's way"; the woman -who is 
too busy with woman's duties to take 
part in any other life; the woman, 
anti-suffragist, whoso family and so- 
cial prestige in the community give 
her sway, and who therefore does 
not care anything about tho vote; 
tho woman, suffragist, whose narrow . 
experience has led her only as far 
as a sense of justice in certain prac- 
tical matters; the woman, suffragist, 
active and capable, whose efficiency 
has brought her and her husband 
prosperity, and who therefore sees 
as far as more efficiency for wom- 
en through suffrage. 


• While her husband, the saddler of 
the village, mended our much v/orn 
pack the saddler's wife entertained 


herself with us and managed him. 
If that hour and a half in their har- 
ness-shop was typical of their entire 
life, there was scarcely a period 
when she, with her "woman's way," 
was not putting something over on 
his "man ways." They were an aged 
pair, but she was still sweet-faced 
and killarney-eyed, and still had the 
physical and spiritual charm of Irish 
loveliness. ' They both came 
from 


the soil of 'strong sex lines. She 
played the happy little-game of wo- 
man with man that puts the punch 
in stories of Irish romance. He did 
the cutting of leather and fastening 
of rivet's with his feebly uncertain 
hands, but it was she who made the 
suggestions as to width of straps, 
how they might go over the shoulder 
and buckle in place. He turned all 
such suggestions down and indulged 
in scornful conversation about "wo- 
men's rights," which they had heard 
about through the visits to Johnson- 
ville of a certain summer lady. "If 
she'd had more children and loss 


dogs she would not had to take up 
with women's rights." After much 
fumbling and fussing he executed 
his wife's ideas. 
He fumed and 


fussed and she coddled and silently 
bossed and managed. The pack was 
mended, he made the charge, took 
the money and performed the man's 
part of the transaction. 
And we 


were ready to go on our way. As we 
went out the door she patted hlg old 
hips with her two palms and said: 
"Ahe, he's me biye, and he's just as 
much of a biye today as the day I 
got him." 


We descended from the mountains 


and on the front porch of the big 
farmhouse met a large and authori- 
tative woman of cheerful manner, in 
gingham apron 
and calico dress, 


with her sleeves rolled to her el- 
bows in the democracy 
of labor. 


Across the road, in the hot July sun, 
the reaper was rattling through the 
grain and farm-hands were perspir- 
ing in their elemental toil. A clean 
collie, with country manners, greet- 


ed us effusively. "Peggy, get down!" 
the woman protested. "Do I have 
to put you to bed?" The collie put 
back its ears at the indirect but fa- 
miliar command. 


She talked of the simple construc- 


tion of the community, where the 
poor are taken care of by their 
neighbors who are more prosperous. 
It was plain to be seen tbat she 
wielded the scepter 
of charity acd 


that her word was generally law in 
the valley. "There are only two 
poor families In the valley, and 
they're shiftless. There was Hiram 
Scribbs. Ho was just do-less. So 
long as he got help he wouldn't 
work. 
For a while he'd even go to 


the moving picture show in Man- 
chester two or three times a week. 
I've only been twice In my life. 
Finally, I said to him: 'Now, Hi- 
ram, we can get work for your whole 
family. I can put you to work right 
here on this farm. And I can find a 
place for your boy with tho WI1- 
liamscs, and your daughter and wife 
can go to Conrad's farm.' 
'Whet,' 


says he, 'and break up my family? I 
don't need your help. I guess I can 


tnke care of my family all right.' So 
Hiram went to work." 


The suffrage club of the country- 


side was an expression of the effi- 
ciency of the women. Mrs. Rice, the 
president, boasted two stone pillars 
at the entrance to her farm, a wide 
stone porch, striped awnings low- 
ered over the windows, red furniture 
on the porch, an electric button on 
the door. A victrola in the parlor 
had not yet banished the crayon en- 
largements on the walls or the cro- 
cheted tidies on the chairs. 


We left her large, modern stone 


house, in the midst of opulent fields, 
and went to tho house of Mrs. Hill. 
She came into suffrage as long as 
she can remember, through the ob- 
ject lesson of a voteless mother 
struggling to rear a large family and 
successfully run a farm alone. There 
was nothing new in the environment 
of a suffrage movement to her. 
It 


has the historic 
position with her 


that home rule has in Ireland. 'She 
has no sympathy with it, and some- 
times intolerance when it does not 
touch her own experience. Sh-i is 
for equal pay for teachers, but her 


sister was a teacher. She is for mar- 
ried teachers, but the same sister 
got married. She was against mili- 
tancy and prohibition. They had 
both hurt the suffrage cause. She 
had uo interest in factory women 
voting. She was even antagonistic 
to tho new canning laws. She was 
an employer of labor herself in the 
haying fields where "the men have 
to get the hay in before it spoils, no 
matter how long they work." 
Sh« 


excused herself to look after the din- 
ner: 
"The farmhands will be com- 


ing in soon and I can't make them 
wait. If they don't get good meals 
they can't work." She spoke for the 
community when she said: "The.re 
are a number of women around 
here who are running farms as well 
as bringing up children and they all 
do It as well as, if not better than, 
their husbands did. The best house- 
keepers are the ones that belong to 
our suffrage - club. A woman can 
make a penny go further than a man 
any time. 
Men can't vote for wo- 


men. 
If women and their husbandi 


agreed 
about 
everything
